Locking Lever/Cockfng Lever: Located bebind trigger guard, fully squeeze/ 
depress to break open l^rrel from receiver of shotgun A partial squeeze / 
deprassion of the locking / cocking Sever can be used to docock or cock the firing 
mechanism 

Cocking Indicator: Located top back portion of receiver, If the indicator Is 
protruding out of the receiver the firing mechanism Is oocked, if the indicator is 
not protruding out of receiver the fling mechanisin is not cocked. 

Trigger; Located in the trigger guard. If the safety is disengaged and hammer 
mechanism has been cocked and trigger is pulled to the rear the Combination 
Rifle /Shotgun will discharge, if there is a live cartridge in one of the chambers.

Directions For Assembly Of 
Combination Rifle / Shotgun; 

*1) Figi:When you open the box of your new SZH94 Combi nation Rifle / 3 hctg un 
the barrel and forend is separated from the matn portion of the Combination Rifle 
/ Shotgun. T o attach the barrel an d forend fi rst remove the pia siic bags orwrapping 
oovering the parts. Then remove the forend from the barrel by puliing the latch in 
Che lower mid section of the forend and tipping the forend out and away from the 
barrel while holding the latch out. Never farce the forend off the barret. Check to 
make sure that fhg barrel is free Of foreign matter by looking down the barrel {no 
blockagB what-so-ever). 
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*2) Fig Z: Now fully spues^e / depress the locKing 
lever srtd hold 

*3) Fig 3: Engage the lower locking lug loceted on 
the lower pwrtion of the barrel with the receiver The 
half rnufid cut out on the lower locking lug fits around 
the round Par In the forward lower portkan of the slot in 
the receiver. With the barrel engaged into the receiver 
you should be able to swing the barrel up into the 
locked position, release the Jacking lever and the 
locking lever should move back to the fully locked 
position. 

•4) Fig 4: With the barrel locJred Into the receiver pull 
the forearm latch out and place the Id rend on receiver. 
With an upward swing motion lock the forend onto the 
barrel. Do not force the fonend into It's locked position 
on the barret. Sometimes it (S necessary to push the 
latch into it's fmal flat position, never fores the latch 
into position. 

*S) Warning«» Never frre lha gun unless the barrel is 
locked into positbrr on Ihe receiver and the forend is 
locked into the receiver and barrel.

This shogun has a unique feature caifed a cocking lever/ tacking iever. We 
feel that you shouid always use this feature to it’s maximum benefit. Thus, it 
you have loaded th s Cornbination Rifle / Shotgun and are not ready to fire 
We suggest you decock the gun by following the above procedure, if you 
have decocked the Combination Rifle I Shotgun and wish to recock the 
gun with out opening the action, depress the cocking/locking lever undl 
tfte cocking Indicatorhas moved fully above the receiver sui^ce(note: slowly 
release the cocking handle at}d cocking indicatorshould remain above the 
receiver surface) and make sure the safety is still engaged safely until you 
are ready to fire. Please practice the decocking and cocking procedure with 
dummy rounds or with a spent cartridges/ rounds. You need to fully leern 
bow to US9 this feature since the aun has two barrels end It Is faster to 
recock the gun with the cocking lever. If the cocking indicator does not 
move up or down unload the aun and have a competent gunsmith review 
the Combination Rifle /Shotgun or return It to EAA for service. Remember 
the cocking Indicator is just an indicator, the best safety is vouHliHI!
